Major~General Sir Salton 
Branoker delivered a lecture to 
the Royal Aeronautical Saciaty 
tecently at the Royal Society af 
Arta,on “Aerial Transport from 
the Business Point of View.” 
'Major-Genaral Sir F. H. Sykes, 
Controller-Genaral of Civil Avia- 
tion, presidad. 

Sir Sefton Brancker said 
that. serial transport: operations 
could be divided into three 
distinct categories —_ regular 
express “aervice, irtegolar ser-, 
vices, and aerial survey. Each 
of these categories required 
“different equipment, handling.and 
organisation, Regular services, 
ta be of real valua to tha public, 
‘should be very much faster than 
apy other meana of caminunica- 
tion and muat ron to time. Air- 
craft with a speed af atleast 110 
miles per hoor were exsential, 
and flighta must, be carried out 
practically regardless of weather. 

. Weight- -Carryings pawer must be 
aacrifived to speed, the personnel 
employed must be highly efficient, 
and to get all ‘this, rates must be 


. bigh, 


A@ervice on these lines pro 
perly organized in comparatively 
short stages should average LOO 
miles an hour dag and night. 
Of this the London- Paris service 
was a good example. Airshins 
operating over longer distances 
could fy more slowly, and Air- 
Commodore Maitland = had 
estimated the speed required at 
60 miles pee hour.

PREMIER AND. BISHOPS, . 
AMUSEMENT IN 
CONVOCATION, 

The sppointment o of Dr, Hansley 
Henson to the Sae of Harefard 
gave risa to ne aerate feeling 
on the part of some sections in

Recently in the Upper Houss 
af Convocation, the Archbishop 
af Canterbury read Mr. Lloyd 
George's reply. . 

Mr. Lloyd Gaorge pointed oat 
that it had beon his invariable 
Practica to ‘invite the <Areh- 
bishop’s counsel, which ha bad 
alwass given upon all Impdrtant 
appointments in the Church. In 
regard ta aff the higher appoint- 
menta, he {the Premier), bad also 
sought the opinion of a number of 
prominent Churehman represent- 
ing all shades of opinion. Mr. 
Lioyd Geotge concluded: 

“You do not ask for—and I 
could not assent ta—ang action 
which would darogate from the 
well-established responsibility 
which resta upon Miniaters of the 
Crown in respect of the. advice 
which it is their doty to tendar to 
his Majesty—but in seakiog the 
benefit of your co-oparation and 
that of the Archbishop of York I 
am glad to know thatl am acting 
in accordance with the wishes of 
Convocation.”

Thay considered 
that they were as much bound as 
soldiers or policenot to proceed 
to such an extremity, On the 
other hand, they were badly in 
need of some such organization 
as'was possessed by suck bodies 
as doctors and sehoolmasters. 
They wished to fight neither the 
Bishops nor the laity, but they 
hoped by handing themselves 
together to obtain the demands 
which they considered to be only" 
jast and reasonable. 

The particolar and peculiar 
difficulties with which clergymen 
wore faced were next pointed ont 
by Mr. Lipyd Evans. Tha cost 
af living, be said, had practically 
trebled during the war. On the 
other hand, the stipends ofclergy- 
toen. far from increasing to any 
Propottionate extent, had, actral- 
ly in many cases decreased owing 
to the rapid rise in rates. Pew 
of the so-called “inferior clerzy- 
coeot earned more than £300 a 
sear, and a sreat many of them 
earned very much less. Ont of 
this. in addition to ordinary ex- 
penses, they had to pay for the 
Upkeep of their vicarage, 7 
insure bosh their lives ‘and the 
vicarage. If thay fell ill thay bad 
po selief, but. in addition to the 
incidental expenses, they had to 
pay for the provision of a sub- 
stitute in theie parish. In the 
digcese of Salisbury an attempt 
was made to, deal: with this parti- 
cular hardship. bat it was aban- 
doned through lack of interest. 
A rector was compelled to pay 
for the dost of repairs to his chan- 
cel, and in one instance a rector, 
who was recziving £259 a yesr, 
was asked to pay £500 for that 
purpose. On top of all thia there 
came the Titha Act. 

No official provision. he added. | 
was made for the. widows and 
orpbans of clergymen, and often 
they were even molcted of the 
little they had on the plea thas it 
was to make their late home 
habitable for ita next tenant. The 
only remedy for all these abuses 
was the formation of a strong 
organization, and. it this were 
backed by public opinion, their 
demands would soon be obtained.

amongst other things, that the Peking Government be informed that 
all meetings. declarations and actions at Shanghai by Tang. Wo 
Ting-fang and Sun Yat-sen are nul and void. From this fact it is 
pretty clear that the people in authority in Canton do not recognise 
‘the claims of these three to represent the South, and, that being so, 
Fy great value on whatever “kind of 
agreement they may have reached. The whole question, of course, 13: 
Who is entitled to represent the Sunthern Provinces? In the early 
days of the Military Government 2t Canton, Tang Shao-yi, Wo 
Ting-fang and Son Yat-sen were generally accepted as the Southern 
leaders. For atime thes held the reins in Canton and the question of 
arranging peace with the North was one in which they 
could exercise marked influence. Then, one by one, they disappeared 
from the scene and their places in tha Military Government were 
taken by others. None the less, they still claimed the right to} 
represent the South in Shanghai and they have .been working on 
that basis ever since. Theirclaims are now disputed by the men 
holding administrative office in Canton, who mey be counted upon 
to resist any settlement to which they have not been parties. Wo 
Ting-fang and bis associates may arrange this and plan that; but 
how are they going to mange te get Canton to subscribe to the un- 
derstanding? That is the query which causes us to doubt the real 
- value of the reported conclusion of a definite agreement between 
North and South. . ne 
In this matter, as in so many others in China, the trouble is-that 
no one section trusts the other. Ths South js divided into factions. 
each claiming supremacy and the rigbt to recognition. Political 
‘cobesion and co-operation are unknown in Chios, and so lonz as 
that is the casa the hope of a compromis2 being reached will ba very 
slight. We fear that personal aggrandisement and personal -profit 
are more to Chinese politicians than the general well-being of their 
country. Perhaps that is why there has been vo adjustment of this 


" jnterminable domestic squabble ere this: the more’ Governments 


there are, the more posts will there be for those who want to indulge 
_in“ equeeze” and nepotism. But the present state of affairs cannot 
goon forever. If Chins does not compose her own differences, the 
“time may well come when others will have to help hertodose. To

Things do not stem to be going 
very wel} with the work? these

inspite the “ups”. Taking a 
cursory glanca at the batch of 
cables that Reuter gave us yester- 
day there is not a lot to inspire. 
We see that there is a world 
shortage of wheat, which will 
cansa famine prices if, this 
year's harvest is in any 
way materially damaged; we 
sea that in Ireland things are 
gaing from bad to worse, 
still being the commonplace; we 
see that Turkey is by no maans 
ina bappy position—whilst she 
is suing for hetter peace terms 
one of her parties draw upon 
them a bombardment by Allied 
warships; .there is threatened 
apother disastrous railway strike, 
at Home; and there waa plenty of 
other naws of a not too cheering 
character. But, as wa said above, 
there ig, no need or room for 
pessimism. One has the comfor- 
ting knowledge’ that things in 
a stata of flux are also in 
a state of change; it is 
sterile inactivity tbat is far 
more dangerous than activity, no 
matter bow upsetting the latter 
may be. Most of the happenings 
that we see around us come of a 
desire to improve; te build upand 
not to break down. Itis like the 
working of the yeast that leavens 
and improves the‘bread. Ireland 
ia a distressed nation that will 
emerge all the better for her 
present experiencea: Turkey is 
in the throes of a change—the 
throwing off of the old intriguing 
autocracy and the acceptance of 
a new school of democrats; the 
railwaymen are out for better 
conditions, although we think 
that they are pushing mat 


are thereby robbing themselves 
of « fot of sympathy.  Ssill, 
they are pushing in the right 
direction. To take a look at Ger- 
many is tosee the people support- 
ing the Majority Socislists and 
the Independent Socialista: ip 
othe, . words, supporting the 
parties that have the -least todo 
with the old imperialists who 
brought such ruin and disaster 
upon thaircountry.
